THE MORAL LAW JEWISH. 
NO-LAW CHBISTIAN—REVIEW OF MOSES. 


| To the Edit. of The Chicane Tribune: 


Catcaca, Jan 14.—The opinion that the Ten 
Commandments were Jewish prevails extensive- 
ly in orthodox churches. This opivion bas been 
8tratly sirengtbened under the agitation of the 
Sabbath question. For many yeags the Sabbath 
of the Church bas been sustained by the author- 
ity af the Fou:th Commandment. The Jews and 
some Christians bave sustained, by the same 
law, another day aa Sabbath. This inconsisten- 
cy bas ied to a revision of the argument, and the 
conclusion has become more general that the 
moral iaw was given aijone to the Jews, and that 
it paseed away wih tife Jewish dispensation. 
There has existed, in many minds, a déep-seated 
prejudice against the Jews, because of their re- 
jection of Christ. Hence all things peculiarly 
Jewish ae regarded with disfavor. Odium is 
cast upon one day by calling it ‘‘Jewish Sab- 
bath.” Praise is bestowed upon apother by cuil- 
ing it the Ctristian Sabbato. 

Ihe ttle ‘Jewish Sabbath” is ap imaginary 
one of an imaginary institution, neither of 
which is known to the Bible. There was no 
weekly Sabbath given to the Jews asa distinct 
people sepaiate from the one made, blessed, 
and sanctified at the creation for all men, It 
"as given a8 @ worship day, because God rested 
onit, Whenit was repeated to the Jews, the 
@ ginal reason for it, that God reeted on it, was 
assigned as thereagon forit. The term *‘ Chris- 
tian Sabbath” is also unknown to the Biovle. 
This te:m is need merely to distinguish the day 
now commonly ebs«rved by the Churea from the 
day observed ia the Old Testament dispen- 
sation. 

While the m®*ra) law, as a whole, is declared 
Jewish, ite ;recepts, with one exception, ace ac- 
cepted as good Christian doctrines, to Le cher- 
ished by all Christians. The correctness of this 
is questiouable. Why should God group to- 
getber in ope code, as a rule of moral 
goverpment, j;recepts that needed to be 
changed when the administration of the same 
government was changed? An examination of 
143 philosophy will do much to seitle the ques- 
tion. Is the moral lawin whole or io part Jew- 
ish? The collateral questiso of the day of the 
Sabbath will be settled with the maim question. 
If the mora! law was given to the Jews only, 
and bad its application only to their dispenosa- 
tion, then it affected tuem onir, leaving all 
others free from ite restraints. Hence, nove of 
its precepts could bind a Gentile or Ubristiaa 
conscience, or be a rule of life to them to gov- 
ern their actions towards Gudorman. On the 
geneial proposition that the moral law is Jewish, 
no special apviication of any of its precepts 
could be made to others. The law in its tirst 
precept says: * Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me.” Of course, none but Jews are 
bourd by this precept. Christiave, Moham- 
medans, and all pagans, are left free to 
bave as many gods as they may choose. 
All this they could do without sin, for no law 
existed to restrain them from Paotheism in 
general, or ae at pleasure gois to euit 
tieir fancy. The law in ite third precept for- 
bids the taking of tbe Lord thy God in vain, 

: the law being Jewish, does not restrain the 
Christian. He may r@ke the vame of the Lord 
Goa in vain aod be guiltlers, cecause Jewish 
laws do not bind Chrietians. ‘The law ia ita sac- 
ond precept forbids making aod worsaiping im- 
ages ; but this restrains reste upon those only 
who are under the law. lo its fourth precept 
the law requires God's rest-day from creation to 
be ke, tholy. It does not affect auy but Jews. 

Such are some of the results of tue doctrine 
that the moral law is Jewish. Tbese results are 
paipeble absurdities, and yet they are legitimate 
irom the p oposition that the moral law is Jew- 
ish. These absurdities are the natural. ouc- 
giowtbs fromthe of the Church ow the 
Sabbath doctrine. © Church does accept all 
the utterances of the moral law as arule of life, 
with the exce; tion of its fourth precept. it 
claims that the law is boly, just, and good, and 
spir.tual, aod delights in it after the inward 
map. The single exception is made because 
the practice of the Church does not agree wiih 
this precept. The effort of the Church to sus 
tain its worship-day by the authority of the 
Fourth Commandment having failed, the choice 
is left between calling the whole moral law 

ewish, or changing its practice to agree with 
he Sabbath law. She former a'ternative has 


) abeen adopted as the most coovenient, regardiess 
of all ita inconsistencies, and bv it the Charch is 


floating along in the destructive tide of no- 
lawism. | 
All advocates of the proposition tbat the moral 
law was Jewish, and applied tothe Jews only, 
would promptly repudiate the logical sequence 
that honor to parents was Jewish, and applied 
to Jeus only, toat adultery, wor steal- 
ing, bearing fase ‘wituess, and covet- 
ing, were designed as restrainta upon 
Jews only, while all Gentiles and all Chrisrians 
were free from these restrain's, and at lioerty 
to do apy of these acts without commilting sin. 
Alltne precepcs of the moral law are Jewish if 
any of them are, If all are Jewish. then Jews 
only are bound by them. All otbers, then, are 
lawless, for nowbere else can we find authority 
for transferring taese precepts to Geotiles or 
Chistiaus. The declaration that the moral law 
is Jew.sh involves ail these and other difficu! ties. 
‘**Moses” appearsin your issue of the Sth to 
impart instruction to ‘*‘Layman,’’ who inquires 
relative to when and by what authority the 
change was made from the seventh to the first 
day of the week. His fundemental poivt is, 
‘*That tbe Mosaic or Jewish Sabbath was given 
to the Jews, and only to them, and was vot 
obligatory on any other people, and was uot ob- 
served o: regarded by any Gevtjle nation.” If 
(his proposition bad been proved it would have 
satisfied all minds. Here “ Moses” falls imto 
the common error of callmg God’s boly day ** the 
Mosaic or Jewish Sabbath.” His proposition 
being without proof, is wortbless. Mosaic or 
Jewish Sabbath is a p of modern inven- 
tioa unknown tothe early Charch. There was 
no weekly Sabbath given to. the Jews as such 
besides the one that was made for mao the next 
day after man was created. The prvof is also 
wanting that other nations than the Jews did 
vot observe the o:1ginal Sabbath 
‘* Moses” also assumes that Christians met 
ov the first dav of the week for worship, #acra- 
mental communion, and Christian fe neh aoe ¢ 
This ix a somewbat common op.nion, that would 
be vaiuab’e in the argumeut, if sustained by 
proofs. Asastatement only, it carries no con- 
viction. A close examination of the proof 
texts for. these statements will fail to determine 
at what time che resurrection took place. Christ 
was risen when tne tomb was visited in the end 
of the Sebbath, and also early in the first day of 
the week. Toere is no evidence from the New 
Testament that the Disciples of Christ met at 
any time to commemorate His re urrecrion, or 
to observe the supposed day of Hie resurrection 
asaSabbeth. The general proposition that the 
first day of the week was observed as a Sabbath 
to commemorate the resurrection of our Lord 
fails for lack of progf. Hence ‘ Moses’” 
geveral assertions in bis closing paragraph 
are unwarranted. Jesus taught the per- 
petuity of the law. including all its 
recepts. It was (brist’s custom and 
au!’s manner to observe the Sabbath blessed 
and saoctitied at creation, There is no evidence 
that the Sabbath was *‘a leza!, formal, rigid 
institution,” There is mo evidence that the 
resurrection day «as called “ Lord’s dav” any- 
“Moses” says truly, 
peerned,

Jew and Gentile Christians on the Sabbath doc- 
trine in the early history of the Chureb. At Ao- 
tioch, in Pisidia, Jews and Gentiles worshiped 
together, aud the Gentiles besought Paul to 
preach to them the next Sabbath. Ali early Chris- 
tian Jews aud Gentiles kept the Sabbath em- 
bodied in the moral law. The reearrectioa day 
Was not observed as the Sabbath till late in the 
fourth ceatury, when the Council Laodicea is- 
sued its canon on this question. Tho creation 
Sabbath bas been observed in the Christian 
Church ever siuce the Aposties by that depart- 
ment of it tha: did not come under the domina- 
tion Of Roman Emyperors. G. Baier.

A FREE VERSION OF SCRIPTURE. 

The Cincinnati Commercial of a recent date 
has an exhaustive review of a book of sermons 
published by the Rev. DeWitt Talmage, which 
places the views of tbat eccentric minister on 
the Bible quest.on bofore the public in a forcible 
way. ‘The following extract conveys the spirit 
of the article:

‘Corn!’ spouted 
the vanguard of the host, .s they burst open the gran- 
aries of the afimighted pcpu'ation,—the granaries that 
had been left in the possession of the victorious Israel- 
ites, Then the fire was kin and the ears of corn 
were thrust infto it, and. fresn, and crisp, and tender, 
were devoured ef the hungry victors.” 

Fault has been found wita this passage. It is alleged 
that Indian corn, which is here described, w indige- 
nous to the New World, and was unknown to the an- 
cients, and that Mr. Tslmage, in assrming a Geld of 
corn in Canaan to resembie a field of corn in Indiana 
or Illinois, exhibits an incredi‘le ignorance, But this 
cannot be, Mr. Talmage hae read the Bible from his 
youth up, end it wee probebly when he was taxing it 
a8 @ morning exercise in the public schools that tue 
corn upon which the Israelites fell voraciously, after 
steady diet on manna, became indelibly associated in 
his mind with the corn, the roasting ear of which he 
may have sometimes cribbed himself from a farmer s 
field, as is often the manner of schoolboys, 

Then it is ble tae antiquarians may be wrong, 
and Talmage right, There may have been corn in 
Canaan suci as We in the Miami flate, and the 
Israelities may have so” hufigry and taougbtless 
as to eatit all up and leave mone for seed, At all 
events, we can not afford to spare that picture of the 
old Israelite crying out “corn” as he enthusiastically 
peelicd an ear of its ai ken envelope. 

The reader must already perceive the adv«ntage of 
hav'ng the Bible read in the public schools, from the 
poetical effect (to say nothing of the religious), which 
it had upon the young mind of Talmage.

THE SABBATH. 
WHY IT WAS INSTITUTED. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Oax Park, Jan. 13.—I want to mare an othe 
draft on your generosity for a brief space in your 
columns to further consider the Sabbath ques- 
tion. It must be manifest, I think, to every 
intelligent reader that thie question is the ob- 
jective poiot of the article in your last Sunday 
issue on no-lawism, and the reverend gentieman, 
no doubt, thioks his reductio ad absurdum has 
complecely annihilated every trace of opoosition 
to his view of thecase. If the ead of the dis- 
cussion is polemic success, the goutleman has, 
perhaps, achieved a victory, though even that is 
doubcfal. If the purpose is the acquisition of 
truth, be bas worse than a failare. Leziti- 
mate argument is boand co give an adversary the 
beuefit of his whole proposition, or statement of 
fact, or belief. Now, there is nosuch belief 
entertained or advocated bythe opponents of the 
Sabbath as uolaw. Thvir 2ffirmation 1s that 
the old law was repealed and & new one 
enacted. This isa very different thing from no 
law atall. Mr. B. deals with the repeal part of 
the proposition, leaving the otber balf out of 
sight. Taking the whole of the theory as its 
friends express it, there is no ground for the re- 
duciio ad absurdom argumseut at all, because tbe 
whole may be true, and whether true or pot, as 
a matter of fact, involves no absurdity. [s there 
any good reason why God might not, if He chose, 
repeal the Mosaic Code, inclading tae decalogue, 
and re-enact as much of it as He saw fit, leaving 
out all that He deemed not in harmony with the 
new order of things? Ido not sav He did, but 
I ask, would doing it expose Him to the charge 
of absurdity ? I bave no interest im the repeal 
and re-evactment taeory, and do not care 
whether it is voted ap or down. I want merely 
to point ont the weakness of an argument put 
forth as unaosweradle, ‘Taking a part for the 
whole, as Mr. B. does, his conclusion follows 
logically ; taking the whole. it is a fon sequitar. 

t criticising Mr. Bailey is not making soy 
progress in the elucidation of the Sabbatao ques- 
tion. I will, therefore, devote the remainder of 
ibis article to the origin and purpose of the Sab- 
batL : when and why it was institated. There 
are 80 Many crude notions on this subject that 
need to be met and cleared away one by one that 
it is out of the question to think of troatiug &% 
clearly and faiiy within the limits of a stort 
newspaper article, but I wiil do tae best I can 
avd trushto chaave or the courtesy of tbe edi- 
tor for ano.her opportunity. Let me say bere 
that when I use the word Sabbath I mean the 
Mosaic, not the Lord’s day, or Christian Sab- 
bath, as it is called. The first thing I fiua to con- 
tend with is the popular belief and orthodox 
teaching that che Sabbath was instituted by God 
aod given to mau at the close of creatioa, when 
He biessed the seventh dav and sanctified it. 
lbose «hu advocate this theory make an admis- 
sion which virtually destroys it. They adirm 
that Moses wrote the Pentateuch some 2,500 
years after-creation. 

Now, I will anawer the assertion that the Sab- 
bath, as @ positive aud redi institution, had its 
origin at tne close of creation, by asking who, 
Hiuriug ali these 2,500 years, kvew wuat God did 
daring creation, what motbod of procedure He 
followed, or what He said in re ation to the 
seventh day? ‘Fo whom did He dell the 
story? Moses does not mention avy rev- 
elation as having been made on the subject, and 
in the absencoiof information from recognized 
authority wé have no right to assume that avy 
such revelation was made. The theological 
teaching and current bel.ef that the Sabbath has 
Leen in practical being ever since creation resolves 
itself iuto this: God instituted the Sabbath, 
but kept ita institution a profound secret for 
about 2,000 years; yet all this time it was biod- 
ing on the conduct and the conscience of the 
world. I commend this to Mr. B. as a iegitimate 
example of the redoctio ad abeurdum form of 
argument. The trutd is there was not, so far ag 
the record shows, or as we have any reason to 
believe, — Sabbath law or avy Sabbash knowg 
to the worid before its institution in tne wilder- 
ness as recorded in Exodus, sixteenth chapter. 
The days of labor were —a- py the fall of 
manna, aod the Sabbath or day of rest by its ab- 
sence. This we know from the record itself, 
Ail the taeories of its antecedent existence 
are mere grouadiess conjecture. On 
the seventh day they were told 
not to look for manna, as they would 


not find it inthe fields. Some, however, forget- |. 


ful or indifferent to the command—tbe penalty 
not yet being aitached—went out'to seex for it, 
and God reprimanded them, and added, “‘ Be- 
cause I have given you the Sabbath, therefore I 
have given you on the sixth day the bread of 
two days.” if the origin of the Sabbath dated 
back to creation, with what propriety could God 
say, ** | bave given you the Sabbath”? To say 
He had given them what they and the world bad 
always bad, would baraly excite much reverence 
for ine giver, or gratiude for the gift.

MODELING AN AMATEUR PURSUIT, 
The modern art of sculpture consists almost 


entirely in modeling im clay. Bronze statuary 
is a simple reproduction in mretai of the artists, 
clay model, while the cutting of marble statunry 
is nine-tenths of it done by workmen who cowry 
from the mode!, leaving ouly the finishing 


| touches, and not always those, for the sculptiyar’s

Asan amateur pursuit modeling’ has Jhardly 
obtained a foothold in Chicago. The Iadios and 
gontiemen who have leisure enongS to pursue 
it are probably for the most part unawewve that 
this elegant accomplishment is easily within 
their reach. Although the general impression 
is that there is something mysterious abd 
diffeait about modeling as compared 
with drawing, the fact is that it is as easy to 
model a little as to draw a little, and, compared 
with painting, the teclrmical manageraent of mod- 
eling materials is so much simpler than that of 


| color that the former pursuit is more likely to be 


eatisfactory thamthe latter. For the samo rea- 
son, a much less elaborate course of instruction 
is necessary to give the young modeler a start 
than the young painter. But this remark of 
course applics only to the study of the technical 
manegement of the plastic materiz.l, aud has ho 
application to the preliminary trejuing in draw- 
ing, which is eqnally requisite fur both, and ab- 
solutely necessary for any considerable attain- 
ment in either. 

All amatenrism bas to contemplate two dis- 
tinct classes of persons, — 

THE SERIOUS AMATEURS AND THU  DILETTANTE,” 
OR OCCASIONAL AMASEURS. 

The former are those who work from a deep- 
seated love of their pursuit, often with sach ef- 
fectiveness as to become formidable rivals to 
their professional brethren, only distinguiebed 
from them by not working habiiually for 
money,—an exemption which mapy an artist 
euvies. : 

The other claes includes a largs number of 
people who take up fine-art practice as tucy doa 
thousand other things, simply for amusement, 
never expecting to reachany very Valuable re- 
sults beyond the mere recreation. It is thought 
necessary by most persons of authority in fine 
art matters to frown upoh this latter claes of 
amateurs, and to insist that the only way to euter 
upon the practice of any branch of fine 
art is to follow a formal and stamatic 
course of study and technical training. But 
in 8 community where evory element of interest 
in fine art needs to be carefully cherished, it is 
worth considering whether every individual whio 
has any inclination to draw, or paint, or model, 
ourht not to be encouraged to make a begioning 
inuny way he chooses. 

TO RETCHN TO MODELING; 
& person who iu any way forms a desire to learn 
to model, and applies to a sculptor for direction, 
as likely as not receives only the advice to get 
some clay and nmitate natural objects, using such 
methods and tools for shaping his clay as seem 
most conveniont. None of the arts, perhaps, is 
so free from tricks of technique as modeling, 
hence the sculptors are distrustful of seat 
methods. Nevertheless, for a person absolutely 
unacquainted with the subject some information 
ig necéseary at the bepzioniog and some instruc: 
tion useful; and later the aidof an intelligent 
teacher or guide, to direct attention to what ib 
true and what false, what to be sought and what 
avoided, could never be hurtful. Where to get 
ciay, how to reduceit to the proper state to work 
upon, how to keep it in proper condition of 
moisture, how to set up and support a model, 
what tools areon the whole found most useful by 
modelers, what subjects a beginner would best 
start upon,—questions which a sculptor has for- 
gotten to be questions at all,—may cvidentiy be 
by a teacher to a pupil. | 
COMPETENT IN&TRUCTION IN MODELING : 
is now provided in Chicago not only for profes- 
sional students of sculpture, but for both the 
clases of amateurs mentioned above. Profes- 
sional stadents and serious amateurs would 
paturally follow the regalar courses of the Acad- 
emy of Design. Modelers who are aiming only 
at amusement, or who for any reason cannot 
take a long and systematic course, will seek aid 
from private instructors. The President of the 
Chicago oon ge of Design, as is well known, is 
Mr. Leonard W. Volk, the sculptor, wha 
has a studio, with work actively going 
op, in the Academy building. The pupils 
in drawing and painting are allowed access to his. 
studio, and are made acquainted with the gener- 
al management of modeling, but are not per- 
mitted to begin actual modeling until they have 
accomplished somewhat stringent courses of 
drawing. And, in fact, at the present time, al- 
though there are several students aiming even- 
tually at sculpture, there is not one who has 
fulfilled the required course of drawing, 
and consequently no actual class in modeling 
in the Academy. This system is prompted by 
the absolute necessity that ascu!ptor should have 
a thorough knowledge of drawing. While many 
sculptors have begun to modei without such a 
preparatory course of drawing, there probably’ 
never was a good sculptor who did not, sooner or 
later, find it necessary to accomplish an equiva- 
lent for it. When the students have reached. 
the proper point, they will be put undera regu- 


lar course of instruction in modeling, under Mr.

specting ‘the quality of the memberahip is contained 
in Art, 2 upon the object of the Club, and Sec. 4 of 
Ari. 3 wpén the qualifieations of honorary members, 

Art. IL ie as follows: “ The gbject of thie Ciub 
shall be iiterary and eultfre.” Sec. 4, Art, 
II1., ia “ honorary members shail be persons eminent 
in literature or art, They shall bo elected like other 
members, but shal be exempt,” etc, It is a fair infer> 
ence from theese passages, as well as a policy perfectly 
understood and entertained at tne nding of the 
dociety, that esthetic or artistic cultivation, equally 
with hiteraay e@itivation, should p & peraon 
}for membership, To ask, ore, whether 
ao man, who is well known to be & 
good afttist, and ie a reputable perso 
possessed decided literary taste, is no more pertinen 
than it would be to ask whether a person of ackuowl- 
edged literary standing had a taste for the fine arts, 

It may be, however, that the inquiry was meant to 
be directed to the intellectnal rathet nm the literary 
qualities of the candidates, whi-b of course would be 
a legitimate sdbject of investigation. And the Club 
will perform s good office if it “cam ¢Ms 
phasize the distinction between intellectual ability 
and a taste for literature, which are two ditterent 
things, aud, though often joiued, far from being oguiv- 
alent to each other, 

It is indeed truo that fhere is , Sa 
amo our uiar literary men 8 Cin*s whe 
are pe iis deost narrow and incapable of the com- 
munity, while om the other hand some of our business 
men and men of affairs are the most acute and powers 
ful minded, aud the most dcesirabic ior essociates, 
The education of special pursuits aud expesience of 
life often amouats to a higher cultivation than any cie- 
rived from boos, The Literary Club bs Chosen the 
path of hterntufe and esthetics, Lot us lisve ali the 
breadth that that gives us, ahd nOt maguily the one 


at the expense af the other. 
Mr. Philip Gitbert Hamerton, artist and lirteratenr, 
wrotea reply to a etatement that a certain patuter 
was half-educated, which is doubtiess famiiar to many 
of the Club, but will bear repeating iu this connection ; 
“TI vegim to understand whaf you mean by a haif- 
educated persen. You mean 48 perton who 
is only balf qualiied to teach & grimmar- 
school. Ih this senso it is possibile tuat our 
frieud, the painier, possesses nothing beyond a miser- 
adie fraction ot education, And yet Le has picked up 
a good deal of valuabie khowledge outside the tecini - 
cal acguirement of a most dificult professsion. Le 
studied two years in Paris, and four years ia 
Florence sand Rome. Ue speaks French end Italino 
quite Mueutiy, aad with afair degree of correctness, 
His knowledge of those two languages is comparably 
more complete, in the sense of practical possession, 
than our fossilized knowledge of Latin, and be reads 
them almost es we read English, currently and witl- 
at translating. He has the heartiest enjoyment of 
good literature; there is evidence in bis pictures ofa 
most inteiligent éympathy with the greatest inventive 
writers, Withowt having a scientific nature he knows 
a great deal avout anatoiny. We bas not read Greek 
poetry, but he has studied the oid Greek mind im its 
archi 


posers, 
wouid not qualify him to teach # gramms 
yet what Greek of the age of Pericles ever knew baif 
so much? This forthe acquisition of knowledge ; 
now for the development of faculty, Ip tis respect 
he excela us af perforining athietes exee! the people in 
the streets. Consider the marvelous scourscy of bis 
eyes, the precision of bis hand, the closences of bis 
observation, the vigor of his memory aud inveaution |! 
. . « Surely if the regulie of education may be 
estimated from the evidences of skill, here are sume 
of the most wonderful of such results,” 

This is nota plea for the admission of all ertista to 
the Literary Club; nota remonstrance against the 
exclusion of ali artists fromit, Let them be weighed 
like persons in literary pursuite—vy their personal 
character and ability.

There are two principal versions of the 
Bible in use in this country. They are 
koown as the King James and the Douay 
translations,—the former used by nearly all 
the Protestant sects and the latter by all the 
Roman Catholics. There is still another. 
version used by the Jews, which excludes the 
New Testament and embraces some books 
not esteemed canonical by Christians. There 
is a fourth version brought out at considera- 
ble labor-and expense by the Baptist denomi- 
nation, which has not yet come into general 
use even among Baptists. There is still an- 
other version in course of preparation by 
some learned divines of the Church of En- 
gland, assisted by American and German 
theologians, which, it is anticipated, will event- 
ually supersede the King James version. -It 
is fair to presume that the Rev. Mr. Durrreip 
has no objection to any Protestant version of 
the Bible now existing, or that may hereafter 
be produced.

The end sought in Japan, by the high- 
er and general education of women, looks 
mainly tothe elevation of the family circle by 
introducing therein the enlightenment, im- 
provement, and entertainment furnished by 
education. The assumption is that an edu- 
cated woman will make a better wife 
and be of greater assistance to her 
husband “than an unedncated one; 
that a well:informed mother can better 
instruct her children in all the duties of 
life than one not educated; and that a 
population proceeding from educated moth- 
ers will give new strength and prosperity to 
the country. These are points which do not 
receive that consideration in ‘‘ Women’s Con- 
gresses” to which their importance entitles 
them. The Empress of Jupan, however, 
takes a very enlightened view of the necessity 
of educating girls. She has established the 
Normal School to educate girls, who in time 
are to become teachers of, as many schools, 
and thus extend all over the Empire the ma- 
chinery for educating the female portion of 
the rising and all future generations. Mar- 
riage .and the family relation are not ex- 
cluded from the future of the educated girls ; 
indeed, the education itself is designed to 
fit them better for that state af life, 


Last Sunday Taz Tersune had some obser-

‘THE COLLAPSE OF THE MUTUAL COUNCIL. 
_ The Mutual Council of Oongregational 
Churches, to which Mrs. Movuro:t was pro- 
posing to appeal in order to test the authority 
of Plymouth Church.to dismiss hei’ for non- 
attendance, has suddenly collapsed. The 
precise reason for this unexpected event 
grows out of the acceptance of an invitation 
by Drs. Storrs and Buprxerton to ait in the 
Conncil, extended to them by Mrs. Movtron. 
After the acceptgnce of the invitation, Mr. 
Brkouxrs protested against them as priju- 
diced, whereupon they declined to take iny 
further part in the proceedings, and Mrs. 
Mov.ton’s legal advisers and friends decidud 
to drop the whole matter where it is. There 
éan be no doubt that they have acted wisely. 
The action of Mr. Brxcuer was conclusive 
evidence that Plymouth Church would accept 
no Council that would not vote to indorse 
Brrcurr, and thus, so far as justice or any 
possible hope Mrs. Movzton could have 
that her grievances would be redressed, 
the deliberations and findings of such 
@ Council would be a farce. Its 
verdict would be «a foregone con- 
clusion. The mutuality of the Council would 
be all on one side, and that side would be the 
Bercuer side. In other words, Mr. Berouzr 
was willing to go into the investigation pro- 
vided he could pack the jury,—a condition 
which any man charged with offenses would 
be glad to accept. | 
“The action of Mr. Brxcuer is all the more 
surprising from the fact that the proposed 
Council was not called for an investigation of 
his guilt in the Trxton matter, but for the 
examination of @ question of church disci- 
pline and government. Its verdict would not 
have inculpated or exculpated Mr. Brrouen. 
It would have simply expressed an opinion as 
to the sufficiency of Mrs. Moviron’s reasons 
for absenting herself from Plymouth Church, 
and whether Plymouth Church had acted in 
accordance with Congregational polity in re- 
moving her name from the rolls. It would 
have left Mr. Buzouzr precisely where he 
stands now upon the question of “ guilty or 
net . guilty” of adultery with Mrs. 
Taton, and it would not have changed 
y one’s opinion. Had this Council 
been held, and had it been a Matual Council, 
in which Mr. Brecurr would have been rep- 
resented by hia friends and Mrs. Movrton 
by hers, every phase of the question would 
have been exhausted, and the public, so far as 
it is interested in a matter of church disci- 
pline, would have arrived at the real merits 
of the case, which cannot now be officially 
determined.

It was curioas to see him endeavor to come out 
of his unworldly abstractions and interests when 
socially met by what our Quaker Whittier calis 
‘*The world’s peopie.” His kind smile and dep- 
recating, waiting maaner, which seemed to ask 
your forbearance for his lack of knowledge in 
our interests,-won all the worldlings at once. 
us death appeared a sudden one to those unac- 
quainted with bis last few years. But it was not 
so. For several yeaie be bas been breaking up. 
and bis final sickness was the culmination of 
this long strain. Another death of a onge prom- 
inent man who borea fins old name has just 
taken place. That of 
COMMODORE STEPHEN DECATUR, U. &. N., 
whom 1829 sailed on his first servicein the 
frigace Constellation. He was for years resident 
in Boston after his loss of evesight made fur- 
ther service impossible ; and I pave heard manv 
a storv of his grace and ek'll in bearing himself 
uoder his deprivation which would seem incred- 
ible if he were not so well known in social life 
here, andif everybody didn’t know of his peca- 
liar babita. Oneof these stories I can vouch 
for, asl had it from the principal actor 
therein, a lady whose family rented the Commo- 
dore’s house at one time. Calling on 
business pertaining to the house one day, 
this lady was summoned to see bim. 
In her dressing-gown, from indisposition, 
sho was about to send word that she was en- 
gaged, when it occurred to her that ber disha- 
bule would be entirely unimportant, as the 
visitor was stone blind. In the interview that 
p however, she said that she coug'd not 
realize for a moment that her visitor could not 
see ber, and that she was never more thoroughly 
uncomfortable in her life in conseqnence, 
though facts and reason both teld ber of her 
foliy. But such was the unembestrassed aspect 
of the Commodore, entirely devoid of the ap- 
pearance of blindness in every look and gesture, 
that fact and reasun were for the moment at a 
discount. : 
At another time this blind hero accompanied 
some yo people toaconcert, It was cus- 
tomary for bis friends and acquaintances to-.ac- 
company him to bis street or to vicinities where 
b> was familiar, on any excursions with bim. 
On this evening, however, everybody entirely 
forgot that the Commodore couldu’t see his way 
as well as therest of them, aad jauntily took 
leave of bim in the ordinary manner as their 
paths diverged. Either the gallaot Commodore 
trusted to bis wonderful instiocts to guide him 
to the familiar placea, or be himself forgot his 
needa until he found himself alone. Then he 
was obliged to call in the aid of one of the 
guardians of the night to convoy bim safely to 
his street. ‘Tbese are only the simpler incidents 
ef a most remarkable case of the 
cultivation of the other facalties, to make 
up for the loss of ove. No one in society sus- 
nected the infirmities in the gallant, graceful 
gentleman they met, unless they were previous- 
ly acquainted with the fact. “His wife, whom he 
never saw, probably could as little realize the 
deprivation as any other, for the stories of his 
care of bis household are more marvelous than 
anv I have told. .

A Reminiscence of Trataigar.

‘“*Anchor, Ha:dy, aochor—kiss mo, Hatdy.” 
These were the last words of Horatio Viscount 
Nelson and Duke of Bonte, as he lav gasping 
for breath in the feeb!y-lit cockpit of the Vietory 
at Trifalgar ; and in the a: ms of Captain, after- 
ward Admiral, Sir Taomas Hardv, aid the hero 
expire. The death 18 how announced of Miss 
Hardy, the eldest daughter of tha distinguished 
naval officer. tho enjoyed the intimate frieni- 
ship and confidence of his ilustrions chief, and 
who died Governor of Greensich Hospital. Miss 
Hardy bad been for a lengthened period the 
occupant of a suite of apartments at Hampton 
Court Paluce, conceded to her by the muprifi- 
cence of her Majesty the Queen. The passing 
away of Miss Hardy will recall the circum- 


stance that her father kept for many years, 


as @ memento, a locket mounted in crystal 
and silver, encircling the ballet by which 
Nelson met bis death, and whica was curidusiy 
identified by their adhermg to it a portion of 
the bullion of the epauiet through which the 
bal! passed, forcing the strands of colden wire 
before it into the hero's bodv. Other almost 
equally interesting relica of Nelson's belongings 
are to be found in the uniform coat an4 #aist- 
coat and the ribboo and order be wore at Trafal- 
gar, and which, for some time past, have beep 
exhibited in the Painted Hall at Greenwich, 
where, so strong is the instinct of hero-worship, 
theya:e regarded with as much reverence as 
that which Frenchmen extend to the little cock- 
ed hat and the sword of Austerlitz in the crvpt 
of the Iovalides. The mencioa, however, of the 
buliet ensbrined in silver aud crvetal may re- 
awaken the curious controversy regarding the 
hand bv which Nelson actually feli. In a book 
called the ** Memoirs of a French Sergeant,” an 
Eoglish translation of which was published by Mr. 
Colburn some forty years since, the writer dis- 
tinctly and impudentlyv claimed the *“‘ honor” of 
baving slain the scourge of the French MNavy. 
He wae armed, be said, with a ship's musket, 
and fired at random, but was muca overjoyed 
when he eaw the proud English iord *“ drop.” 
On the other hand, it has been stated, with 
greater weight of evidence, that the fatal shot 
was fired by a Tyroleso rifleman. stationed in 
the main top of one of the enemy's line-of-battie 
ebips, Napoleon, itis wellknown, had drafted 
apvumberof sharp-shooters from the Italian 
Tvro! into his navy, Thev were all excellent 
markamen. and there could scarcely have been a 
better tavwet for their weapons than tae red 
ribbon and glittering orders which Nelson, with 
fatal perversity. insisted on wearing over his 
full uniform on the day which was the cause of 
80 macif pride ani 80 much sorrow to bis coun- 
trvmen, but whica eadowed ois name with ia- 
perishable glory.

A!'though the con‘itions of State ceremony in 
the Last are mucb more brilliant and picturesque 
than on our prosaic side of the world, one grand 
reception must be very like another, and it would 
seem that the newspaper correspondents ate al- 
ready beginaing to be oppressed by this monot- 
opy. The adsorption of the famdus socia/ cor- 
respondent of the Times intothe confidential 
service of the Piince.hbas in some measure. dim- 
med the present Indian letters of that jouroal. 
We miss those high'v characteristic passages 
which were never wanting ov former occasions, 
desernibing the profound honor and respect paid 
to the historiographer by a!) the great folk with 
whom he mixed, with interesting detai's as to his 
diet and health. It is true that the writer who is 
pow employed haa succeeded in catching the pe- 
culiar style and flavor of his predecessor's elo- 
quence, but th.s does not compensate for the al- 
most entire suppression of the genial ficure with 
which woe had become go familiar. It is meiao- 
choly to think that one who used to be helped 
upon bis horse at Versailles by an Emperor and 
his Ministers, amid the buzzas of the army—at 
least that was the imouressoo produced by bis 
parrative—sbould now be reduced to struggle 
with anonymous obscurity, spoearing only under 
the cover of a humble *‘ &c,” at the tail of the 
Royal suite. or perhans,.once in a wav, mysteri- 
ously revealing bimself a3 ‘and one other,” when 
associated with more distinguished personages. 
It is a grent advantage for a correspondent, 
when in want of interesting matter,. te be 
able to write avout himself, and the oon- 
ventional ties which now surround an able artiat 
in this line are much to be regretied. Moreover, 
some important conseyitences may perhaps be 
traced to the same cause. It is possible that, 
the way being barred agalost pers>nal display, 
the dull sameness of State pageantry. when the 
first blaze of coler bas been discounted, may 
bave led the correspondeat of the Times, who- 


ever he may be, to seek out some more tempting 


subject for bis graphic pen, aod this he seems to 
have found in the combats of wild animals 
which were provided at Baroda for the recreation

Hopes of a Peaceful Scttlement 
Entertained., 


Conference Between Tilley, the Mayor, 
and the Board of Public 
Works. 


Egan Sees No Reason Why He and Tilley 
Should Not Act in Harmony. 


Harms Develops Economical Traits. 


The hitch in the Court-House plans is now 
likely again to be smoothed over, provided the 
County Board does not set itself against the ac- 
tion taken by the Council Thursday night in 
adopting Tilley’s compromise pian. 

Yesterday morning Tilley met the Board of 
Public Works, including Messrs. Prindiville, 
Wabl, and Thompson. Mayor Colvin was pres- 
ent, as was also Building-Inspector Bailey: 
Tbe meeting was set for 11 o'clock, but it was 
nea:ly 12 before Tilley made bis appearance. 
Tne plan, which had been ieftin the Council 
chamber, was brought down. 

Mr. Prindiville stated that they bad met for 
the purpose of evabiing Mr. Tilley to get ready 
to prepare his planer; and, also, to get him to 
have a talk with Mr. Egan in regard to the mat- 
ter, so that they could work jointly.

Mr. Tilley said that he thought there would be 
no trouble as to the agreement with Mr. Egan. 
He would give and take, and if he sad Mr. Egan 
were let alone for a week or so they could pre- 
prepare the plans satisfactonly. He then went 
on to state the changes irom the old plan, which 
bave beev fuliy explained in the columns of Tuz 
Tuipone heretofore. 

Mr. Wabl asked if Mr. Tilley waa exhibiting 
the plan adopted by the Council, woich was an- 
ewered in the aifirmative. 

MAYOR COLVIN 

said it seemed to him that the action of 
the Board of Public Works at its last meet- 
ing with the ‘joint committees placed the 
Council in rather ap unpleasant posiuon.

THE HORRORS OF SOUTHERN 


PRIS- 
Facts for Messrs. Hill, Cox, and Caul- 
: field. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : : 
Cufcaco, Jan. 15.—The discussion in the 
Houae of Representatives on Amnesty present- 
ed tie humiliating spectacie to the country of 
the léaders of a great political party defending 
the atrocious cruelties practiced by the Confed- 
rate<iovernment on the Union soldiers4cruel- 
€ies that are fresh in the memories of théusands 
of our fellow-citizens. Of the majority in the 
House, there seemed to be but one Democrat 
who liad sufficient independence to dissent from 
the shameless work of bis party associatés.

achusetts, next a boy from Maine, then a soldiédr from 
Michigan, or from Indiana, or New York, differing 
from one another only jr some new and more:horrid 
form of! gangrene of t®e feet and legs, which left the 
bone protruding sometimes 6 inches beyond the flesh, 
decayivg, putrid, offensive, while they could be 
stire ,ened with food a few days and made able to 
bear ari smputaticn, I felt almost unable to Dear the 
strain Bpon my sensibilities, 

Thete were at this point alone fio hundred 
and etghty-seren Union soldiers who had lost 
their feet by frost and starvation in Rebel pris- 
ons. Forty-five of these—the most favorable 
cases—were transported by vessels to David's 
Island and placed in charge of Sargeon Smith, 
who bed bad great success in the treatment of 
such eases. Chaplain J. J. Greer. of the 
One Hundred and Eighty-third Ohio ‘iment 
—a humane and-worthy gentleman-inter- 
ested Bim-elf in behalf of these poor victitus of 
Rebel hate and Southern ‘inhumanity, and suc- 
ceeded in awaking the Government to such de- 
cisive action as to prevent a repetition of: such 
brutality apon other Union prisoners bv Jeffer- 
son Davis’ man Winder. Photographs of the 
mutilated skeletons received from the Rebels in 
exchange for strong and heaithy soldiers. were 
taken, and doubtless copies are preserved in the 
Governmentarchives. Iam the possessar of a 
few copies, which may be bad by our Barney or 
Carter whepever thegfmre ready to make a study 
of the histéry of the rebellion.

Times, Mr. Hoyt, a statement that. Parker R. 
Mason testified that on one occasion he paid you 
about $2,000 for leaving out 18,000 galions of 
liquor, and bad also made you some other pay- 
ments at different times ?

R.—Well, as to the truth of it? Do you be- 
lieve Mason said anything of the kind ? 

H.—I[ do uot, Mason came to me to-day and 
called the statement a fabrication. He said he 
testitied that ho never paid me acent, but that 
on one occasion he gave me a bull pup, and un- 
derstood afterwards that some one stole him 
from me. He told the jury that the mao who 
would steal a bull pup was a d——d sight 
meaner than the dog.

R.—Was there any complaint made to the of- 
fice about his business ?

R.—You practicaily run the office during the

wh. IRVIN’S ADMINISTRATION ? 

H.—I did to a certain extent. Mr. Irvin wag 
ot the oifice every day, except. during his last 
sickness and ap absence at the Hot Springs. 

R.—Still you were thoroughly acquainted with 
the affairs of the ollice ?

as I wanted them tobe. There was not much 
room for crooked transactions in the rectifying- 
houee if the distillery was closely watched. The 
distillery is the »lace where the frauds begin, 
and is really the place to look for them. Lf you 
keep @ sharp eye upon that, the other place will 
be pretty safe. 

Kk.—There was one other allegation mado in 
one of the papers, to the effect thas

THE SCHUMACHER CASE, 
VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY RENDERED. 

The only eveut of interest around the Custom-

hearing the motions, the case of Schumacher 
was called, both parties being ready for -trial.

Some very pointed interrogatories were pat to 
the jurors by Col, Juessen, counsel for the de- 
fense, as to their fiiness to git on a jury ina case 
where a liquor man was on trial, but, after 
three were excused, Col, Jucasen expressed his 
sacisfaction with the jury as it them stood. Mr. 
Burke then entered into. a lengthier statement 
of the case, the full particulars of which have 
glieady been given in these columns. ‘The dis- 
tinct charge is that the, reveaue officers were 
suspicious that the defendant was carrying on 
tue business of a/rectifier and compounder with- 
out @ spectat license in addition to his dealer's 
license; that, in consequence of this discovery, 
the oficér, on a second visit,. demanded the 
book and

the defendant statiug that be bad quit the busi- 
pess a slort time previous, and had destroyed 
the book, tu'inking it was of pouse. The law 
on this subject is that books of this nature shall 
be kept two years after the dealer has gone out 
of business. The. Assistant District-Attorney 
then closed with a statement of the motives 
which wonld naturally actuate a retailer in de- 
stroving his books. 

Col. Juasen addressed the jury at some length, 
maintaining thet, as it Was Dow 80 fash onable 
to plead guilty and to cast onese.f on the clem- 
ency of the Court, it would have been the part 
of wisdom ta plead\guilty in the present 
ease if there were anrthing suspicious 
in it. But es thete was n0 crooked- 
ness about it, they had concluded to 
plead pot guilty, and to try the case on its mer- 
its. The accused had epid out because he 
couldn't compete with crooked dealers. Al! his 
dealings hal been with the best class of people 
in tae whisky business,—particalarly with H. H. 
Shufeldt & Co., against whom the Government, 
having combed the city of Chicago with a fine- 
too'thcomb, could find no possible charge. The

in Mr. Schumacher’s abseneé, and that he, on his 
return, re roached him forhaving done so; that 
bis stock of liquors. was duly inspected by the o/- 
ficers, and found perfectly straight, and tbat there 
could not bave been any crookedness or the in- 
dictment would have been made out to cover 
that graver charge. 

Two witposeses were examined, the purpose 
of the Government being to show by its wituess, 
M. C. Springer. that it was a case of waliful 
destruction of the book, of at Jeast of gross 
nevligence aud carelessness, while the defense 
stoutly contended that the book was destsoved 
alter the Government knew that defendant had 
sold out his business, and even then, that the 
destraction was committed in defendant's ab- 
sence, by bis porter, and, when discovered by 
him, the porter was reproached for having 
burved the book, as it would lead to trouble. 
The porter himself was éalled, and explained 
that the boek was burned up with 
other old books, papers, accounts, including a 
private iedger of Schumacher’s, he thinking that 
they were of no use since Schumacher had gone 
out of the basineegs. 

The testimony was conclnded about 10 o’elock, 
when the Court adjourned uil2 p.m. Op the 
reopening of court, arguments were made by 
counsel at some leogth in maintenance of their 
respective’ positions. The charge by the Court 
was a very stropg one, and leaned decidedly 
towards conviction. The jury retired, aud were 
out about three-quartets of an hour, when they, 
came in and returued a verdict of 

NOT GUILTY. 

The verdict was received with demonstrations 
of satiefaction by the défendant and his connsel, 
aud ever the Government's rttorvey did not 
appear to be in anything lke a mournful 
mood. 

It is supposed that wo important cases will 
come up to-morrow, asthe McNicoils and Ha- 
be! cases have been set for that time, and their 
trial will consume the greater portion of the 
day.

INDIANAPOLIS. 
GAUGER M GRIFF CONVICTED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan; 15.—The jury in the Me- 
Grill case returned a sealed verdict this morning 
of guilty on nine counts, and not guilty on three.

fact. bat failed to report the same to Joseph C, 
Veatch, Coliector of that District. :

Havana, Jan. 8.—Arecent article io the Diario 
dela Marina, commenting upon the staoding 
army of the United States, aod the sppoint- 
ment of a committee in the House to consider 
its sull farther reduction to 15,000 men, 
says that the idea is not at a!l an agreeable one 
to Gen. Grant, and may be considered as a pro- 
test by Congress against Gen. Grant's personal 
ambition, which impels him to seek for exterior 
complications.as the only meaps by which to se- 
cure his third term. Although the formal idea 
of a protest may not be accepted by the Demo- 
cratic majority of the House, remarks the Diario, 
they have chosen the best means to check the 
ambition of the President. ‘This gives birth, in 
the Diario’s mind, to a second reflection, iu the 
shape of a question. It says: 

.Are they who say that in case of a conflict between 
Spain and the United States the latter would instentiy 
invade Cuba and drive us out, like school-boys chased 
by their master, stark mad? If our own army iinds 
in iis own territory so many difficulties im doing away 
with the insurgent partes, what would the entire army 


of the United States—some 3),000 men—do against the 


army of Cuba and al] the armed Spaniards who would 
fight with it? The President would not dare to send a 
single man to our island. 

And now for a bit of braggadocio: 

We have given repeated proefs that we do not like 
vain boasts of arrogance, but we do not hesitate to 
affirm that, taking climate and ground inte considera 
tion, a miilion of American soldiers would never con- 
quer Cuba ip ten years if defended by our sqaadron 
atsea and by Spaniards on shore, The Americans 
would have no money to keepupa war which would 
last as long as the s.icge of Troy, 

The same day the Jiario published an article

THE CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION, 


Arrival of the Goods of Egypt. 
Correspondence New York Tribune, 

PaiLapEetraia, Jan. 11.—The oldest of nations 
is the firet to appear at the birthday festival of 
the youngest. Egypt has arrived. Her entire 
contribution to the Centennial bas already landed. 
at Now York, and ber chief Commissiouer 
is here with his catalogue ready for 
the printer, and pothing remains for 
him to do, but to’ put in orderiy ar- 
ray in the exhibition buildings the products 
sent. If the fair were,to begin next month in- 
stead of in May he would be ready. The Egypt- 
ian Commission is composed of the following 
members: His Highoess Prince Mohammed 
Tawfic Pasha, President; His Excellency Cherif 
Pasha, Minister of Commerce, Vice-President ; 
i. Lrugseh Bey, Commissioner-General and 
Secretary; members, | Gen. Stone; Mah- 
moud Bey, Astrovomer; Mariette Bey, Di- 
rector of Museums: M. Gastinel Bey, 
Professor in tbe Medical Schvol. The 
Couwmissioner-General, | accompanied by bis 
brother, Emil Brugsch, aud M. Uehmer, at- 
taches of ihe Comnnussion, arrived here a few 
‘days ago, avd will take|a house in West Phila- 
delphia aod remain until the close of the Exhi- 
bition. Nearly the whole of the Egyptian ex- 
hibit is the property of the Khedive. Many of 
the curious and costly articles, such as weapons 
and orvameu's from (the barbarous tribes 
inhabiting the remote regions of Cen- 
tial Africa, jewels, inlaid work in ivory, 
precious metals, rich- enjbroideries ia gold and 
silver thread produced by the Arabian artisans 
of Cairo, are taken from the Nationa! Museum, 
while the best specimens of agricultural producis 
are from the estates of the hhedive. In all, the 
catalogue coutains over 6,000 numbers. It is in 
itseif a mine of information about the novel and 
daring experiment of the Khedive in ingrafisg 
upon a decayed and dermaat nationality 
all the modern improvements of  higbiy- 
civilized Europe. Ptatistics are given 
of the farms, factories, laboratories, 
schools, dnd charitable | institutions that have 
been ebtablished since he began his remarkable 
effort to awaken his country from ita sleep of 
centuries. The pew arts aod industries im- 
ported from France, Germany, and America, 
and made to take root by the will of one man, 
contrast. strangely with the barLaric spiendors 
in architecture aud apparel, whose forms and 
decorations come down from the reign of tbe 
Kbhalifs. and wity the primitive furniture and 
utensils of the Feilabs; unchanged siuce the 
davs of the Pharaobe.

It was the Aledive's desire, 
Brugsch Bey says, to havea palace erected on 
the Exhibition grounds, jike the one he bad 
built at Vienna, to illustrate Egyptian architec- 
ture and domestic life, but the tyme was too short 
after the President's invitation to participate in 
the Centennial was received. In the Agricultur- 
al Department, Egypt cpatributes a complete 
and admirabiy-classified ¢ollection of the prod- 
ucts of the Niie Valley, the Oases, and 
the coasts of the Meditertancan and the Red Sea. 
The dispiay of cotton includes specimens of the 
ciops of the past eight years—in all 2,500 
samples-—with tbe prices they brought in Avex- 
andiia and in Liverpookh Sugar, raw and 1e- 
fined, is the next most important article. All 
the grains—wheat, maize, barley, doura, beans, 
peas, flax, vetch, lentile, sorghum, poppy seed ; 
& great variety of useful fibers, besides such 
well known opes as hemp, flax and ramie; all 
the woods of Egypt, in sections of trees, pol- 
ished upon one side; dates, olives, preserved 
fruit, ete., appear upon the catalogue. The 
localities from which these products come are 
given, and a large map of *‘ Egypt m the Cen- 
tennial Year of the American Republic,” pre- 
pared expressly for the Exhibition by order of 
the Khedive, will enable visitors to study the 
geography and productions of the country at 
the same time. lpn the Agricultural Department 
will also ba shown tobacco, indigo, chemical 
preparations, perfumery, Arabian honey, speci- 
mens of marbies and building stones, and many 
other interesting things. 

By the help of the catalogue and the intelligent 
expiapations of the Commussioner one can eas'ly 
see in imagination the Egyptian section in the 
main building. The splendors of the East 
mingle stravgely with the plainer aud more 
practical appliances of modern civilized life 
There are saddles of curious embroidered 
leather ornamented with massive gold, 
cimeters with jeweled bhiits, furnitare in- 
laid witb ivory, silk curtains, and ladies’ jackets 
heavily embroidered with gold thread, and there 
are alsyv drain-pipes, shovels, and hoes, and 
axes, books for the blind, and drawing by the 
pupils in the polytechnic school. Ly the side 
of the ancient papyrus one sees the modern 
newspaper, the hippopotamus hide contrasts with 
good every-day calfskin, the chibouk and nargi- 
ieh, with the Parisian cigarette; porcelain of 
European atyle with ancient red pottery. There 
is no end of curious articies from Soudan, Dar- 
four, Abvasinia, Uganda, and even from the coun- 
try of the Dwarfs, those sisgniar people whom 
bavard Tayior ivtrowiiced to the readers of the 
Trwune about a year ago. Excellent photo- 
graphs of these black Liliputians are embraced 
in the collection. I eannot enumerate a tithe 
of these interesting articles; but I must not 
omit to meution the nightcap made by the 
toval bands of the King of Uganda, and sent 
with his affectionate greetings to bis brother 
Majesty of Egypt.

The early settlers of Indiana organized Masonic 
lodges and held their mee.ings in the log-cabms of 
the wilderness. The first lodges were organivel at 
Vinceunes, Lawrenceburg, Switzerland, ising Sun, 
Madison, Charleston, Brookvilie, Saien, and Corydon, 
These lodges received their dispensations or charters 
from Ohio or Kentucky. Oa tne od day of December, 
A. D. 1817, delegates from ibese various lodges met at 
the old town of Corydon io make arrangements tur 
organizing a Grand Lodge for the Territory of Indi- 
ana. But eleven Masons were present at this meeting, 
The next session was held at Madison Jan, 12, 15.5, 
and that time the Grand Lodge was organized, The 
session then bad was four days in length, and it is 
worthy of note that the bill of expenses was 362,'-2'. 

In speaking of the annual communication held 


at Corydon in 1822, the Sentinel history potes 


the proceedmegs at the formation of the Grand | 


Lodge of. the United States at Washington 
Marecb 9 of that year. 
Great Commouer, offered a rcsolution asserting

It stands opposed to 
esordiduess,to jealousy,or revengeful temper; to ali the 
selfish aud malevolent passions; it coincides with 
the highest motives of patrioti«m, the most expand d 
philanthrophy; ard coucentrate: all ite precepts in 
reverence toa Divine Creator, and good will to man, 

Continuing, the Sentinel says : 

In another part of this address Mr. Clay says: “ The 
Unjied Siates are supposed te coniain 80,00) Prece 
masons. They are yencraliy inthe vigor of manhood, 
and capable of much active psefulness.” It is need- 
less to say the suggestions of Gay and his associates 
were not adopted by the veriows Grand Lodges, and 
no geuerai Grand Lodge of Masons for the United 
States has yet Leen formed. More than fifty years ago 
the ** M.ii-boy of the Siashes ”’ bad left his old home at 
Hanover, Va., and had become --—— Harry of the West. 
His clarion voice rang out through the Western fore ts 
rousing bis countrymen as no one before had dene, 
In.the’* balis of Congress he spoke for tae 
rights of man with a power that thrilied the na- 
tion, If his wise suggestions regarding 
Masonry hed been adopted, it is reason«bie 
to suppose the fraternity would have been strength- 
ened and benefited, His remains have iong rested in 
his tomb at Lexington, but bis eloquent words have 
not yet faded from the :emory of his friends and his 
brethren, Fifty years ago list October the Grand 
Lodge met at Salem, a little town nestied among the 
bills of Washington County. Thirty-two lodges were 
represented, covering a territory extending from the 
Ohio River tothe Wabash, Then there was nota rail 
road in the State, and.no public conveyance between 
the towns where lodges were located, The delegates 
rode, some of them more than 100 mules, on horse: ack. 
We can seein imagination the sturdy yeomen assemLied 
in a log-calin, the grend old primeval forest about 
them, and the wolves for sentinels, Less that 400 Ma- 
sons were then represented by ali the lodges of the 
State,

THE LAUSANNE CONGRESS, 

The Loudon Freemason 

comment on the adjourned Congress to be beld 


next year 

We are glad to hear on the authority of the Times 
that the Lausanne Masonic Conyress was a grest sue- 
cesa, We predicated success fortue moveu.eut, and 
weare happytoheur thatforonce our anticipatory 
views haye been realized. But the te’egram concluded 
with the statement that the next meeting is to be held 
in London or Rome, We feel at once what intense dif- 
ficuities surround the question of such a Congress in 
Londun, as far as Engush Freemasonry is concerned, 
and as far as relates tu our Grand Louge; and if the 
** difficulty of the siituation,’’ to use a term of the day, 
be successfully surmounted, then comes on another 
and still more diflicuit question, cui bono? In 
the firat place, we must bear in mind that 
the Congress at Lausanne hos been a meeting of 
the “ Kite Ecossais,’’ which answers in England to the 
* Ancient and Accepted Rite,’”’ Our Grand Lodge 
knows bothing, and can know nothing by ite encuring 
and upchangiug constitutions, of any grades beyond 
the R. A. Itt would be impossibie for members cf our 
Grand Lodge to meet together in another * Rite,” 
of which they are utterly ignorant, and with which 
they have no concern. Even supporing a Congrees 
could meet as ‘*Master Maguus,” it could do no possible 
good, and could not have the slightest possible inftu- 
ence on our Grand Lodge. Happily,in England we 
bave no points toe discuss, und no ditticulties 
to arrange. We prefer our own peaceful, 
and religious, and loyal system of Freemasonry 
to any other, and we do not approve of auy 
admixture of foreiga views of Freemasoury in our 
purely indigenous and Ang!o Saxon teaching and prac- 
tice, We cannot even tnderstand what such’ a Con- 
gress could do while in Engiand, the topics even it 
could discuss, the end of its meeting. It is hopelcss 
to suppore that, amid the coufusidns of various sys- 
tems abroad, we in England are & be expected in any 
way to alter or accommodate our old, and long tried, 
and most successful, organization, *whether in its 
formule or its outward manifestations, in a vain idea 
of unliormity of system and ritual, That is. we know 
beforehand, an utter impossibility,—a chimera af 
chimeras, Our English system is so simple, sv sen- 
sibie,so straightforward,and s0 reasonable, that it 
commends itseif slike to our feelings, our tastea, 
and our ailections, and we would not ex-. 
change i for any other system, or if 
any way sap.or weaken its fundamental principles, 
We speak bere as much for Freemasonry in Canada, 
India, and the United States. as for ourselves. We 
could not, for instance, weld into any agreement, 
either with the Rite Ecossais, the Rite Misraim, or any 
other foreign or eclectic Kile, as we should, by so do- 
ing,Jower ite status of historical umportance, and be 
tray ite position and prestige. But while we say thos 
for ourselves, we have no duubt that the Rite Ecoesais 
would pe able to find a genial welcome and much of 
intere-t to themselves at Rome or elsewhere. Rome is 
full of attractions to the instructed Mason, and we 
cannot conceive @- pleasanter fortnight than 
one spent amid ite palaces, its churches, its 
galleries, and its ruins, While, then, we wish all 
success to any future Congress at Rome or elsewhere, 
we have felt it our duty to point out;.as far as Craft 
Masonry. is concerned, its utter impracticability and 
unmesningness as regards us and our Grand Lodge. 
It is true thet there is an important body, both in kn- 
gland and Scotland, terming itself “ The Ancient and 
Accepted Rite,"’ aud if so influential an organization 
can see its way, In the interest of the hign grades to 
hold such a gathering, by al] means let it bold ope. 
But we fancy that even it would find a ditticulty. 
What is to become, ior instauce, of the “Priory of 
Temple?” As the French gay ‘sons toug leg rapporte,”’ 
we feel persuaded that such a Congress in Lobdon 
would be alike a waste of time and money, and would 
certainly not tend ip any way to promote the cause of 
Freemasoury, but rather to excite many angry ques- 
tions, and to arvuse some burning coutroversics.

vised to enlarge the funds. These are 


devoted exclusively tq@the poor. The disburse- 
ment is intrusted, under wise regulation, to the 
kind-hearted and abie-bodied im each parish, 
who personally ascertain the needs of the widow 
er the invalid, and who attend without recom- 


pense to the paying of revt, the buying of coal, 
the sending of provisions, and the procurement 
of clothes. The Society never epends any 
money on ostentation. and the names of the re- 
cipients of its bounty are not conveyed to the 
curious or the prurient. 

ITS PRACTICE IN REGARD TO FUNERALS 
deserves more than a passing word. ‘There are 
dozens of ‘‘ benevolent” societies in the city 
whose members spasmodicaily surprise, but 
scarcely edify, the public by appearing in dismal! 
processions, headed by a hearse and a brass band, 
andcladin milliner’s toggery and cosgjumer’s ges - 
gaws. This survival of one cf the upfittest cus- 
toms of savage tribes—for proceseionsare of bar- 
barian origin and a perpetuation of rude an‘qui- 
by—is intended as a display of ** benevolence " 
—to whom? Not to the dead, certainly; stil! 
jess to his widow or hie heirs. Many of the lar- 
gest funerals which are eeen in Chicago follow 
the remains of men in whose wretched tene- 
ments there is not a dollar wherewith to buy 
bread for to-morrow’s breakfast. Why does it 
pot occur these crowds of ostensible 
** friends” that it would be kinder to give two’.the 
widow the sum of money which they spend iu 
hacke and incidentals? Not long ago eighty 
vehicles accompanied to the grave the body of a 
man whose heart-broken wife had to appiy the 
next day to strangers for means to pay the 
funeral expenses, and bread to feed her babes. 
The vulgar and cruel custom of “ big tanerais,” 
where the attendant expenditure is a mockery of 

_ waut, should be discountevanced in thé 1oterest 
of real charity. The Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul sets the example, Its members never 
parade on such occasious. The Society pays the 
funeral expenses, and hands to the widow as 
large an additional sum as its funds permit. 
These societies are under the spiritual ¢hurge of 
each parish priest, who is himself usmna!iy the 
largest contributor; but the administration of 
affairs is intrusted to laymen of tact dnd expe- 
rence.

An adjourned meeting of citizens in favor of 
the formation of a temperance political party 
wee held last eveniog at No. 300 West Madison 
sireet, The crowd ip attetidaucé was neither 
large por enthusiastic, aud J. O. Lrayman, Esq., 
who presided, experienced no diiliculty in main- 
tainivg order: 

Andrew Ernst, of the Committee on Printing, 
submitted hix report ip regard to the publication 
of an address.to the people of Chicago and Vicin- 
ity calling @ Mars-mectiug of those favorable to 
the formation of a political party of which Tem- 
perapce should be thé chief plank.in the piat- 
form. He stated that the daily papers of tiis 
city bad agreed to publish- such an address, as 
also the Weeklies, and suggesied that the offer 
be accepted. The report was, on motion, accept- 
ed and ordered filed. Speeches were made by 
those present, and after some debate it was de- 
cided to publish the following address this morn- 
ing, after which an adjourument was had until 
Thureday, the 27th of January.

Miller purchased the /ireswe Friend 
which had | been owned by Miiler. 
The firm of Donnelley. Loyd & Co. . bad 
been running the Lakeside Library at the time 
of the duticuity with the Union about two weeks 
ago, when they stated if they could not get a re- 
duccion of the seale of prices they sbould take 
the composition out of the Lakeside, open an 
oflice duwn stairs, and print their Lakeside 
Library and do their straight book-composition 
in an office belonging to Donnelley, Lovd & Co, 
ibis squabbie, bowever, wae tftinally ar- 
ranged, the Union reducing the price of 
cowwposition for book work to 45 ceuts per thou- 
sand. When the tirm got this Fireside Friend it 
waa published over on State street. The office, 
however,.waa recentiy moved into the compos- 
ing-room of the Lakeside Publishing and Print- 
ing Company, that part of the composing-room 
which faces on the ares being partitioned off for 
its Accommodation, taking the light from the 
area windows. Inasmucu as the Fireside Friend 
Was @ rat concern, it was; claimed by the 
Unon that it was not| proper that its 
office shuuld be practicaliy incorporated with 
that of a concern which emoloyed Union priut- 
ers; while, on the other hand, Donuelley, Lovd & 
Co. claimed thatthe two things were substan- 
tially distinct. Day before yesterday Mr. Dounél- 
ley returned from New York, where he had peen 
for some little time, and was waited upon yester- 
day by the Executive Committee of the Union, 
who discussed the pviuts at issue with bim for 
some time. He ciaimed that the prices of the 
Union were too ligh, and that Ohicago publishers 
were forced to do sonethiog to save themselves 
from losing work, and asked until Wednesday to

The cause of this 
ermashup is the old ope—mutual distrust. One 
of the largest houses, it js said, expressed its 
willingness to remain in the combination, but only 
on condition that tae ovhers would put up a 
guarantee fund of about $80 apiece for the pur- 
pose of assurivg the sticking firm to the princi- 
ples of the compact. ‘The other tirms, however, 
would not agree to this, and tbe result of this

MEETING OF WESTERN ALUMNI. 

In accordance with the call published in our 
I¢ading papers, about thirty of the graduates of 
Dartmouth College met in the parlors of the 
Grand Pacilic Thursday morning. After passing 
some time in pleasant conversation, the meeting 
was called to order, with Judge E. W. Evans, of 
the class of '38, as Chairman. and M. W. Hazen, 
of 66, as Secretary. Judge Evans, upon taking 
the chair, thanked the meetifig for the honor 
conferred upon bim, and reverted in pleasant 
terms to the old college, and to his gratification 
that so many, Dartmouth men had responded to 
this, the first call ever issacd for such a meeting 
in Chicago. 

The Secretary thanked the meeting for their 
favor shown him, but was hardly thankful tor 
the office. He said be felt some apology was 
due to the older members for taking the initia- 
tory steps audcallieg the meeting, and told a 
humorous avecdote to illustrate his positon. 
At the same time, since the older graduates 
were ‘“‘so backward in coming forward,” be had 
ventured to iss e the cail, and was exceedingly 
gratitied by the resilt. Graduates of Dart- 
mouth, in and out of Chicago, bad often urged 
upou him the need of such an organization, 
aud, so far as he knew, there was but ove 
miud in-regard to the matter. He quoted from 
a letter by Professor Smith, promismg to be 
preseut whep the cl.:max was reached. 

Prof. 8. C. Bartlett made a etirring speech, in 
which he briefly reviewed the past history of the 
college.
